THE INVALUABLE LEMON. 


There is little now to be said aboyt | 


the virtues of lemon as a beautifier. 


1 ean only hope now and then to re- | 


capitulate its uses, in case my readers 
muy have forgotten. But there is one 
way of using it that few know about. 
‘rhat is to make a cream entirely of 
lemon. For an oily skin take two or 
three lemons. cut them in quarters and 
run them through an ordinary meat 
mincing machine—food chopper—with 
the smallest blade attached.
